and struck the side of another 
bridge betore skidding to a 
stop in the eastbound lanes.

the first bridge and crossed 
the traffic lanes, officers said. 
He was then struck by ano- 
t h e r

car 
and 
dragged about 90 feet. 
The victim was declared 
dead at the scene and his 
body taken 
to the 
Honold 
Brothers Mortuary in Chino, 
where funeral arrangem ents 
ire pending. Bergstrom, em­ 


ployed at an automobile agen­ 
cy in San Bernardino, was re­ 
turning home from a sales 
meeting in Beverly Hills. 
William Elliott Beverly Jr., 
35. of Riverside, driver of the 
car which struck the victim, 
said he had entered the free­ 
way at Central Avenue only 
moments before. 
He was traveling in the sec­ 
ond lane about 60 miles an 
hour and took his eyes mo­ 
mentarily off the roadway, of­ 
ficers said. When he looked 
back, the driver saw the vic­ 
tim on the roadway directly 
in front of his car.

second 
accident, 
Chester Paul Spiker, 60, of 
Cypress, was dead on arrival 
at the Kaiser Foundation Hos­ 
pital in

after his 
pickup and a car collided on 
Base Line west of Redwood 
Avenue.

The m atch consists of 
21 games, and a draw counts 
as one half a point for each. 
Fischer arrived 13 minutes

and pointed out the move he 
intended to make.

The committee, which in­ 
cludes officials of 29 AFL-CJO 
unions who disregarded presi­ 
dent George Meany’s order of 
neutrality and the indepen­ 
dent United Auto W crkeis an­ 
nounced a 8250,000 budget to 
aid McGovern in his contest 
against Nixon. 
E arlier in the day. rn a 
question and answer session 
with m anagers of rural elec- 
*ric cooperatives, McGovern 
hinted he might propose a 
system of direct subsidies to 
farm ers to partially replace 
price supports. 
McGovern indicated he had 
made no decision on the sub­ 
sidy plan but if passed by 
Congress, it could 
increase 
farm income without boosting 
the prices paid at the super­ 
m arkets. 
McGovern received an en­ 
thusiastic reception from the 
u n i o n 
leaders 
and 
was 
cheered lustily when he criti­ 
cized Nixon for permitting the 
unemployment 
rate 
to 
in­ 
crease from a little over 3 
per cent to 5.5 per cent.

McGovern’s campaign staff 
said it was offering voters “a 
correction...of the most out­ 
rageous parts of Mr. Nixon’s 
speech.” 
T h e “corrections” dealt 
with race relations, Vietnam, 
crime, the economy, welfare, 
taxes, wages, unemployment, 
defense spending, the aged, 
China, the arms race and 
peace. 
The statement was labeled 
"truth squad release No. 1.” 
A worker at McGovern head­ 
quarters, 
asked 
what 
the 
truth 
squad 
was, 
replied, 
“Our campaign, obviously.” 
In rejecting Nixon's pledge 
to “continue relentlessly to 
remove the last vestiges of 
discrimination in America," 
the rebuttal charged: “Neigh­ 
borhood, schools and commu­ 
nity life are more segregated 
today than four years ago be­ 
cause of the President’s aban­ 
donment of the national com­ 
mitment to equality.” 
The statement rejected “the

McGovern would impose any

WASHINGTON (U PI) -The

moved to bring all blood col­ 
lection centers — which col­ 
lects 8 million pints of human 
blood a year for medical use 
—under federal control for the 
first time. 


Dr. Charles C. 
Edwards, 
commissioner oi 
food 
and 
drugs, said the conntrol would 
help screen out contaminated 
blood —the cause of 1.500 to 
3.000 deaths a year from in­ 
fectious 
hepatitis 
alone 
in 
patients who receive trans­ 
fusions. 
Edwards said the proposed 
regulations also would guard 
a g a i n s t “ exploitation” of 
blood doners, some of whom 
sell their blood to commercial 
blood banks. 


The two-pronged program 
announced by Edwards would 
require federal 
registration 
and inspection of up to 5,000 
blood collection facilities not 
now operating under federal 
license. It would require fed­ 
eral licensing of about 200 
centers that collect and pro- 
ces6 plasma as a source of 
blood products. 
Currently, only about 530 
blood banks operate under 
federal license —all of them 
major facilities shipping blood 
in interstate commerce and 
supplying about 85 per cent of 
the whole blood collected acr­ 
oss the country'. 
The other 15 per cent is col­ 
lected by about 4.000 blood 
banks operating solely within 
a single state under widely 
varying local laws. Many of 
them subscribe to standards 
of su:h groups as the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross and the Ameri­ 
can 
Association 
of 
Blood 
Banks t AABB). 


“ This is not to say that all 
intrastate blood is unsafe or 
poorly regulated,” 
Edwards 
said in his prepared state­ 
ment at a news conference. 
“ It is not! . .. But these vol­ 
untary programs lack adequate 
enforcement authority to stop 
intrastate collection and dis- 
t r i b u t i o n of substandard 
blood.”

F u c h s i a s are included 
nmong California’s finest flo­ 
wering summer shrubs — and 
are popular choices, in many 
parts of the state, for planting 
in the shaded parts of the 
garden. 
This lovely family of plants 
is one of a limited number 
which thrives and blooms on 
the shaded north side of the 
house. Fuchsias are excellent 
for planting auainst an east­ 
ern wall or under the high 
shade of trees when used in 
the landscape. 
Inland, away from the cool­ 
ing influence of the ocean, 
Fuchsias are often treated as 
a lanat shrub or patio feature 
— under lath. Here, they can 
he top watered frequently and 
dressed with a moisture-hol­ 
ding organic mulch. 
Fuchsias 
should

planted in too dense shade.

Garden Under Glass 


Fascinating Item 


Today one of the most fash­ 
ionable accessories you can 
use in decorating your home is 
houseplants. Foliages of cer­ 
tain plants provide exciting 
colors and unusual sculptur­ 
ing etfects which compliment 
indoor interiors They have a 
yiftening 
touch 
expressing 
gaiety, charm, drama 
and 
even sentimentality. 
One of the simplest to care 
for, and most striking ar­ 
rangements is the terrarium, 
these miniature gardens un­ 
der glass fascinate by their 
appearing complexity and are 
an 
interesting 
conversation 
piece to have in any home. 
To start a terrarium you 
need a basic glass container 
There are many to choose 
from varying in shape from 
the bulbuous brandy snifter 
on a short stem, bubble bowls 
and candy store jars, to the 
circular or oval vase — or 
empty win«* bottle. Or, how 
about that un-used lish bowl 
or tank gathering dust on the 
shelf? The size of the con 
tainer depends on the amount 
of greenery, soil and accent 
pieces you wish to place in it 
Whatever size and shape you 
( boose you 
can 
make 
it 
sparkle with tissue 
paper. 
Glass cleaner residues can 
damage plant leaves. 
Once the container is chosen 
and properly cleaned, you are 
ready for planting. Sprinkle a 
layer of finely-flaked horticul­ 
tural 
charcoal, 
or 
sponge 
rock, on the bottom of the 
ontainer, to a minimum of % 
of an inch deep. 
Now that a drainage layer 
has been formed, fill the con­ 
tainer with packaged soil mix 
to the designated level. Nur­ 
series have sterilized ready- 
¡o-use packaged soil mixes, 
which are recommended for 
^uch planting projects If you 
prefer to mix your own soil 
mstead of using the packaged 
mix, combine two parts loam, 
two parts sand or perlite, and 
one part peat moss or leaf 
mold. 
You’ll be delighted with the 
wide range of plants which 
nurseries have for use in ter­ 
rariums. In selecting plants, 
seek the dwarf varieties and j 
low-growing plants so that 
you can enjoy the beauty of i 
your creation for a longer pe­ 


riod of time. The faster-grow­ 
ing plants are satisfying for 
awhile in terrariums, but are 
best-suited for enjoying as in­ 
door decorations in other ar­ 
rangements. 
In choosing plant materials 
for a terrarium, a person can 
create an indoor landscape to 
suit her exact taste. It may 
be a woodsy scene, perhaps 
with a dry creek bed make of 
pebbles or small rocks — 
with mosses decorating the 
scene. Or, it might be a vista 
ribing-up from the front to 
back; starling about one-third 
up the container in front—-to 
one-half in the back. It could 
be a terraced landscape, us­ 
ing rock or driftwood as a 
retainer wall, with small figu­ 
rines accenting the creation. 
When planting, if it is nec­ 
essary to do so, carefully re­ 
move most of the soil from 
around the roots of the plant, 
set in place and firm the 
loose soil around the roots. 
There are hormone solutions 
to dip tools in 
this counte­ 
racts any shock m trans­ 
planting. Water just enough 
to settle the plants in place. 
( over the opening of the . 
container with glass or plastic 1 
to maintain humidity. Place 
the arrangement where it will 
receive plenty of light, but 
don’t place it in direct sun­ 
light where the plants could 
be cooked. A north or east 
window exposure is best. Ven­ 
tilate when moisture gathers 
cm the container's side by re­ 
moving the cover for twenty 
minutes. 
Some 
terrariums 
may require an air hole to be 
maintained constantly. When 
the plants show slight wilting, 
add three or more tables­ 
poons of water, as needed. 
Terrariums are not only fun 
to put together but are easily 
cared for. Their infinite van* 
ety of containers and overall 
effects make it possible to use 
them for accents in many 
rooms of your home. They 
are as enjoyable and compa­ 
tible in an early American de­ 
cor as they are in the new 
modern, or mod, Interiors. 


Offering a large variety of 
flower colors, Rhododendrons 
put on one of the biggest and 
brightest shows of color in the 
spring garden. 
Huge bell-shaped flowers, in 
clusters of unbelievable sizes, 
adorn these popular plants 
which add a certain dignity 
and charm to the snade gar­ 
den. Rhododendrons will take 
more sun than given credit 
for, but, says the California 
Association of Nurserymen, 
they prefer partially-shaded 
areas; avoid planting them 
where hot, reflected sun can 
scald the foliage. 
The foliage of Rhododen­ 
dron is reason enough to 
plant it; long, tapered leave.* 
and varying foliage textures 
add handsome and refined in­ 
terest to the landscape. 
Rhododendrons are a giant- 
size family, given various di­ 
visions by botanists and horti­ 
culturists (Azaleas, for ex­ 
ample, are a type of Rhodo- 
denchron. It is sufficient to 
say there are assorted sizes: 
From compact, low-growing 
varieties 
to 
Rhododendrons 
which are veritable trees. All 
can be used effectively in the 
landscape. 
Rhododendrons are also ex­ 
cellent subjects for growing 
in tubs, containers, 
where 
they become portable nccents 
for decorating the entryway, 
porch or patio. 
During the blooming sea­ 
son, Rhododendrons put on a 
really big show — rivalled by 
few other flowering shrubs. 
Nurseries 
have 
Rhododen­ 
drons coming into bloom now, 
other varieties are laden with 
buds and will flower in the 
coming weeks. It’s an excit­ 
ing experience to select colors 
for your own garden. 
It isn’t necessary, or advis­ 
able, to set the plant too deep 
in its garden home. The roots 
do not penetrate the soil, but 
tend to surface. The recom­ 
mended organic-type planter 
mix keeps the roots moist, 
but allows excess water to 
pass through the root /one. 
In heavy soils, water tends 
to accumulate in the planting 
hole; it’s necessary, in plant­ 
ing, to set the plants higher if 
such conditions exists.

Green leaves trailing from a 
shelf add a finishing touch 
with taste; a graceful little 
palm can add distinction to 
any room.

furniture and plants is a hap­ 
py one. More and more home­ 
owners, apartment dwellers, 
and those who live in mobile 
homes are taking advantage 
of this fact, taking a tip 
from professional decorators 
and 
using 
indoor 
foliage 
plants to enrich their own de­ 
cor. 
It’s an easy and fun thing 
to do, says the California as­ 
sociation of Nurserymen. Just 
choose the plants that appeal 


to you most, put them in sui­ 
table containers—and 
there 
are myriad and handsome 
types to choose from—in the 
kind of light the plants prefer. 


Suppose, for instance, you 


would like a tall, dramatic 
plant against one wall, a low, 
bushy one to set on a table, 
and a trailing type plant to 
cascade from a mantle or 
bookshelf. There are several 
choices in each category at 
your local nusery. You might 
select a schefflera (umbrella 
tree) for the height you de­ 
sire, a peperomia (low and 
bush), and a grape ivy to 
trail down from a shelf.

the wall and watched five dif­ 
ferent kinds of ferns develop. 
If we had space, these ferns 
would make stylish, easy-to- 
care for decorations in the 
living room.

GOP Conservatives 


Retain Party Reins 


Tile Republicans’ moderates and liberals haven’t 
mounted a really good intra-party light for 20 years. 
So there was no reason their convention floor battle 
this tim e over 1976 delegate allocation should have 
been m ore than the bloodless thing it was. They 
nev er hod a chance. 
The last tim e they won something big was 1952, 
when Dwight D. Eisenhower took the nomination 
from Robert A. Taft. Since then, the O OP’s eastern- 
based liberal establishm ent has lost its grip on the 
party in presidential years. 
The middle west, south and west rose to Republi­ 
can presidential dominance with B arry Coldw ater'* 
nomination in 1964, stayed in charge with the choice 
of President Nixon in i968, and is still in control. 
Keeping th at control is, in the judgment of some 
GOP analysts, what the delegate allocation fight 
w as ail about. In other words, it is seen as a sec­ 
tional struggle, not a big state-sm all state thing. 
The middle west-southwest elem ents fear a resur­ 
gence of tile long dominant east. 
In the 2-to-« vote by which the m ore e-onservative 
sections swamped the liberals in the convention, the 
latter’s big votes cam e mostly from M assachusetts, 
Connecticut, New York. Pennsylvania, New Jersey , 
Rhode Island and Vermont iii the east. 
Only atypical Ohio, M ichigan, M innesota, W iscon­ 
sin and Oregon chipped in much from other sectors. 
At issue, of course was a proposition to tie future 
delegate allocation much m ore closely than now to a 
state’s party voting strength. This naturally would 
give proportionately greater delegate num bers to 
the populous eastern bloc. 
The final rival com prom ise, which triumphed 910 
to 434 in the convention, did increase total delegate 
num bers subsiantially for 1976 and made some ges­ 
tures toward linkage with voting strength. But it 
consciously and deliberately overstated the strength 
of the less populous states which com m ise the core 
of the Republicans’ presently dominant sections. 
Contrary to m any published 
reports, the con­ 
servative forces did not do this on the presumption 
that Richard Nixon in 1972 will win the election bv 
doing well in their states and not in the E astern 
tier. The published theory is th at the adopted com ­ 
promise thus would enhance rather than diminish 
their oui rent hold on the party. 
P arty sources say the situation is alm ost the other 
way around. The dominant conservatives are look­ 
ing tor a big Nixon sweep in which he would take 
the big eastern states along with most others. They 
do not expect a sectional victory. 
It was this fear that was decisive in this battle. 
The conservatives felt that if eastern states trium ­ 
phant in 1972 for M r. Nixon got 1976 delegate num­ 
bers proportionate to such success that the flood 
gates would possibly be opened fa r wider next tim e. 
They have no idea what further changes might be 
made in 1976. but they dread the unknown. They see 
that year as crucial to OOP chances of becoming 
once again the nation's m ajority party. They don’t 
w ant the tim e to arrive only to discover that they 
have fallen into an ungovernable situation, with con­ 
trol slipping back to easterns just as party power 
begins to be an enduring prize.

Hawaii Vital 


To U.S., Japan

September promises to be a 
most 
important 
month 
for 
new Japanese Premier Kakuei 
Tanaka, and for the future of 
U.S. foreign policy in Asia as 
well. 
Tanaka and President Nix­ 
on will meet in Hawaii Aug. 
31-Sept. I. 
Sometime after the middle 
of 
September. 
Tanaka 
will 
journey to Peking tor meet­ 
ings 
with 
Chinese 
leaders 
which are expected to result 
in establishment of Japanese- 
Chinese diplomatic 
relations 
and the breaking of Japanese 
relations with the Nationalist 
Chinese government on Tai­ 
wan. 
Also fn the month of Sep­ 
tember preliminary talks are 
to begin in Moscow looking 
toward a peace treaty formal­ 
ly ending World War II. Pre­ 
sent Soviet-Japanese relations 
are based on a “ declaration 
of peace” issued in 1956. 


Holding Islands 
The Russians still hold four 
northern islands taken from 
Japan at the close of hosti­ 
lities in 1945. 
Two subjects will be of spe­ 
cial interest to the Tanaka- 
Nixon summit. One is the ques­ 
tion of the $3.2 billion U.S. 
deficit in two-way U.S.-Japa- 
nese trade. The other is the 
concessions Tanaka may be 
willing to make in return for 
“ normalization” 
of 
Jap an s 
relations with China. 
In Japan there is specula­ 
tion that 
Henry 
Kissinger's 
stopover in Japan on his way 
home 
from 
South 
Vietnam 
dealt with the matter of Japa- 
nese-Chinese relations. 
Soft-pedalled by both gov­ 
ernments but 
uppermost 
in 
the minds of many is the way 
Tanaka will handle in Peking 
the “Taiwan clause” in the 
1969 agreement by which the 
United States returned the is­ 
land of Okinawa to Japan. 
That clause recognized that 
the peace and security of Tai­ 
wan is “ also a most impor­ 
tant factor for the security of 
Japan.” 
The understanding was that 
should the United States need 
Okinawa 
to 
defend 
Taiwan 
against attack, Japan would 
not attempt to stand in the 
way. 
Tanaka already has made it 
clear he is willing to sever re­ 
lations with Taiwan when he 
opens relations with Peking. 
On the question of Japan’s 
lucrative trade with Taiwan 
he hopes for Chinese leniency. 
As for the “Taiwan clause” , 
he obviously wishes it would 
just go away. 


Improved Atmosphere 
The Japanese believe that 
in the improved atmosphere 
resulting from the Nixon visit 
to Peking, there was a tacit 
understanding 
China 
would 
not attempt to take Taiwan 
by force and that therelore 
the Taiwan clause no longer 
had meaning. 
The 
indications 
are 
the 
United States is not quite so 
ready to accept such a view. 
particularly 
in 
light 
of 
its 
promises to the Chiang Kai- 
shek government that its de­ 
fense commitments to Taiwan 
remained in eftect. 
Regardless of how that ar­ 
gument comes 
out, Tanaka 
will fight hard to retain Ja ­ 
pan’s business contacts with 
Taiwan. Japan’s trade with 
China and with Taiwan totals

published tabloid newspaper 
filled with party propaganda 
gleaned mostly from press re­ 
lease and other public infor­ 
mation.

found one case 
where a 72-year-old California 
woman in poor health 
was 
persuaded by one of the publi­ 
cation’s fund solicitors to do­ 
nate more than $15,(XX) in the 
past nine months. 
Ihe solicitor, however, only 
forwarded S7.0UU to the publi­ 
cation's Washington o f f i c e . 
Without his colleagues’ know­ 
ledge. he put the other $8,100 
in a bank account of his o w n 
in California.

1 Why do von always feel guilty when you have a long string 
of weak bends during an evening of bridge? 
I mean, why guilty, tor Culbertson’s sake? It’s not your 
fault. The cards are shufted and dealt — you get 13, just like 
everybody else. Only you, for the eighth straight tim e, don’t 
have a facecard. Your partner and your opponents should pit 
you. com m iserate with you, refresh your drink. But you feel 
guilty as if it were your fault, as if only a feeble-minded 
person would keep getting those terrible hands, as if somehow 
you were lacking in important mental and social attributes of 
a good bridge player. You feel like a leper or a crim inal — 
possibly both. 
> 
As in other psychological crises, the problem compounds 
Itself, feeding upon the original sin. For example, your partner 
lends to get angry at your steady succession of plantive pas­ 
ses. Unreasonable, unreasoning, often flavored with bitter 
compassion: “ You sure are holding poorly tonight, partner.’* 
Sympathetic nod. Cut the deck. Get ’em this time. His eager 
•‘One no trum p’’ opener rings on the air. You gaze bleakly at 
a 10-hig.'i hand and say, in a scarcely audible voice, “ P ass.”

His face reddens, his knuckles whiten. He gazes stoically at 
his mini-blockbuster. When West doubles, your partner sighs 
deeply, rolls his eyes to Heaven like Job. and passes. Boy, do 
you feel guilty! Your partner assum es you are lying or you 
don’t know an honest raise when you see one or you’re cahoots 
with his opponents; he’s battling three people. 
I Your inner, tortured w ritin g s are not soothed at all by your 
Opponents. If they are causal acquaintances, they content 
themselves with cold smites, an occasional chuckle as they 
gpeed with steady, confident bidding to a small slam . (All 
finesses are taken through your partner as a m atter of course

W orld of Animals 
Birds Vary Greatly 
In Drinking Habits 


Claremont Decides Location tor P.O. 


By DR. FRANK MILLER 


DEAR DR. MILLER; 
My 
parakeet Zipper, drinks very 
little w ater and I wonder if 
that is normal for him. I’m 
comparing him to some of the 
birds I observe on my porch 
aviary which seem to drink 
tremendous quantities of wa­ 
ter. Is this very important for 
his health? — T.R. 


Dear T.R.: Birds normally 
vary greatly in their water 
consumption. Your parakeet 
probably consumes, if he is 
an average drinker, almost 
five per cent of his 
body 
weight in w ater daily. Some 
parakeets, however, seem to 
get by on as little as one per 
cern. These tiny teetotalers 
might 
last 
longer 
if 
they 
drank a little more. A sick 
b i r d , particularly, benefits 
from higher fluid levels and 
they are the ones who nor­ 


mally tend to cut back still 
further. The problem of get­ 
ting adquate medication into 
a sick parakeet by m edicat­ 
ing the drinking w ater quick­ 
ly becomes apparent. You not 
only seldom get an adequate 
dosage level of medication by 
resorting to this m eans but, if 
the bird finds the “ polluted” 
liquid unpalatable, 
he 
may 
drink even less than normal, 
causing additional 
problems 
particularly related to deh­ 
ydration. 
Not all small birds take li­ 
quid so lightly. The Savannah 
sparrow, guzzles w ater at a 
rate equivalent to his own 
body weight daily. Most min­ 
ute avians latch on to a liquid 
l e v e l somewhere 
between 
these two extrem es. In warm­ 
er weather, 
the fluid con­ 
sumption will rise some, of 
course. Tile above estim ates 
are based on year around av­ 
erages.

McGovern would be reduced 
to 4 per cent, the poll as­ 
serted.
